LISBON CITES ANCOLAN REPORT ON SOUTH AFRICAN ATTACK

[Text] Luanda, 29 Jul (ANGOP)--Racist South African troops stationed in Namibia 
launched a large-scale military operation against southern Angola in the first 
fortnight of July and continue to occupy seven villages situated in the zone, 
according to the Angolan defense minister's communique issued on Wednesday in 
Luanda. 


The South African troops, consisting of an infantry brigade, two mixed batallions 
of mercenaries and South Africans, plus a South African »attalion of motorized 
infantry, reinforced and supported by Impala planes, Puma and Alouette helicopters 
armed with 155 mm guns, 81 mm mortars and AML-60 armored cars, penetrated into 
Angolan territory and occupied the localities of Mulemba, Nehone, Ndova, Mupa, 
Evale, Chana Caiolua and the village of Mutako. 


The Angolan defense minister says that the command post of the invasion forces is 
at Mulemba and that the village of Mutako was completely destroyed by the forces. 
From the positions now under enemy control, mixed helicopter-borne forces of South 
Africans and mercenaries are constantly checking the access routes of Nehone- 
Ngiva, Nehone-Evale, Evale-Mupa, Evale-Mongua-Xangongo and Mulemba Chiede. 


On these roads the invaders are carrying out ambushes, attacks and other actions 
against civilian and military vehicles. At present, again according to the 
communique, a batallion of motorized infantry of the racist army is moving north 
towards the town of Ongiva to attack and occupy the commune of Cuvelai, while its 
air force controls the whole of the airspace in the province of Cunene to protect 
its land-based units. 


The South African invasion in Southern Angola began [word indistinct] toward the 
end of June which was marked by an escalation in bellicose actions against Angolan 
territory by the South African forces. 


Parallel with this devastating action against Angola, the communique says, the 
apartheid regime reinforced its military disposition in Namibian territory 
(?2occupied) [words indistinct] to 40,000 armed men, most of whom are stationed 
along the southern border with Namibia, particularly at Ondangua and between 
boundary marks 20 and 35. 














[In his communique the Angolan defense minister exhorts the Angolan Armed Forces 
[FAPLA], the paramilitary forces and the population in general to reinforce the 
country's defense system to repel the South African invasion. 


The communique also alerts international public opinion about this new aggression 
against the national sovereigniy of te People's Republic of Angola, calling for 
greater solidarity with the Angolan people and the FAPLA "which will be able to 
give a real rebuff to guarantee the defense of the threatened fatherland..."

ENERGY CONFERENCE OPENS IN LUANDA

[Text] The People's Republic of Angola [PRA] energy minister has hailed the 
Southern African countries unity of action aimed at bringing about rational and 
meaningful use of energy reserves in order to avoid being affected by the 
consequences of the world energy crisis. This is what Comrade Pedro de Castro Van 
Dunem (Loi) told the opening session of the Energy Commission of the Southern 
African Development Coordination Conference [SADCC] which took place in Luanda 
yesterday. In his opening address to the SADCC Energy Commission, which will 
adopt a common position to be defended at the UN conference on new and renewable 
energy resources, Minister de Castro Van Dunem said that the harnessing of each 
country's energy resources would contribute toward the creation of a regional 
electric network. 


Commenting, PRA Petroleum Minister Jorge de Morais Montel proposed that a regional 
research institute on renewable energy resources be established. He explained his 
proposal and the potential advantages which the Southern African region would 
derive from it. The minister of petroleum said that the world is facing a true 
energy crisis provoked by the imbalance between the growing consumption of crude 
oil and the relative underexploitation of large oil reserves which are capable of 
sustaining the present rate of prospecting for many years. 


The SADCC Energy Commission will draw up a plan to conserve and protect energy 
resources, of which Africa has 27 percent. [Sentence as heard]

SPECIAL ENVOY DEPARTS ABIDJAN--Abidjan, 3 Aug (AFP)--Mr Dombele Mbala, the Angolan 
envoy who arrived in Abidjan Last Friday to present to Ivorian authorities his 
country's viewpoint following South Africa's aggression against Angola, left 
Abidjan for Libreville on Monday. He expressed satisfaction with the outcome of 
his visit. My mission with the Ivorian authorities was to explain to them the 
situation of serious tension created by the coalition of Reagan's United States 
and racist South Africa and the far-reaching plan they have conceived to 
destabilize Africa, Mr Mbala stated. I leave Abidjan convinced that Angola does 
not stand alone in this trial and that the whole of Africa, as well ae all 
peace-loving countries, will come together to stop the criminal hand of the 
imperialists and racist South Africans, he added. He affirmed that the Angolan 
people will continue to support the Namibian people and SWAPO in all fields, and 
the diabolic plan will never stop its international assistance. Mr Dombele Mbala 
also denounced the penetration into Angolan territory and the occupation of some 
villages in Cumene Province (southern part of the country) by South African 
troops, noting that this is part of the far-reaching plan.

CUBAN COSMONAUT ARRIVES LUANDA~-A Luanda dispatch reports that Col Arnaldo Tamayo 
Mendez, first Cuban and Latin America cosmonaut, has arrived in Angola on an 
official visit at the invitation of the MPLA-Labor Party and the Angolan 
Government. In statements to newsmen, Tamayo, alternate member of the PCC Central 
Committee, said he expects that an Angolan will soon conduct research work in the 
Cosmos, thanks to the initiative and aid of the Soviet Union. The USSR 
Intercosmos program makes it possible for developing countries, such as Vietnam, 
Mongolia and Cuba, to participate in high level scientific research work, Tamayo 
added. The first Cuban and Latin American cosmonaut was met at the airport by 
Col Pedro Maria Tonha, member of the MPLA-Labor Party Politburo and minister of 
defense, and other Angolan and Cuban personalities. Referring to his space travel 
in September 1980, Tamayo said he had been pleasantly impressed by the lLandscaope 
of the Angolan territory as well as of other African countries he had observed 
from the Cosmos.

BACKGROUND PROVIDED ON LAND REFORM SYSTEM

[Text] BUJUMBURA, July 15--The Republic of Burundi in the heart of Africa, one of 
the poorest and most over-populated countries in the world, is in the throes of an 
ambitious land reform programme called "villagerisation." 


The aim is to build up self-sufficient villages of 250-390 families, each with its 
own schools, dispensaries and agricultural centre with tractors and fertilisers. 


Only five percent of Burundi's estimated population of five million live in the 
country's few towns, making this country on the shores of Lake Tanganyika the most 
rural in the world together with its northern neighbour, the Republic of Rwanda. 
Zaire neighbors the Republic on the West and Tanzania on the East. 


Burundi was a Tutsi kingdom as early as the 16th century and was incorporated into 
German East Africa in 1890. From 1919-62 Burundi was a League of Nations, then 
United Nations, mandated territory administered by Belgium. The Tutsi monarchy 
was overthrown in 1972 and today the country is ruled by a supreme Military Council 
headed by President Jean-Baptiste Baganza. 


The country has no mineral resources or industries and is totally dependent on its 
agriculture, but the land is parcelled upon into tiny non-viable plots. 


It is estimated that 80 percent of the arable iand, scattered over tens of thou- 
sands of tiny hills, is divided into family plots of under 1.5 hectares (3.75 
acres). 


The average Burundi family is isolated in its "rugo" (hut), which is hidden by a 
circular thicket of bamboos or trees, and farms thc lower slopes of hillsides with 
out-dated methods unable to produce enough food for the 2.2 percent annual increase 
in population. 


That is why the Baganza Government, two years ago, launched its "villagerisation" 
project to modernise farming in a scheme similar to one introduced into Tanzania. 























Real People's Power 


The ruling UPRONA (Progressive) party--the only one in the country--has an obvious 
economic motive in launching this village project, but there is also « strong 
political one. 


"If the people are regrouped we will be able to hold political debates with them 
more easily, leading to our party getting roots amongst the peasants and leading 
ultimately to a real people's power," a leading UPRONA official told AFP. 


But the project has hit a number of snags, according to a recent party report. 


"The number of villages being built is unsatisfactory owing to a lack of funds and 
shortage of imported material as well as the lack of interest shown by the local 
people in certain regions." 


So far eight villages have been built, most of them in Imbo Plain nocth of the 
capital, but none are really operational as farm units. Their inhabitants are 
recent immigrants from other parts of the country. 


But there is an even worse feature--the peasants in the new villages are refusing 
to change their former, traditional ways of working the land. 


Luxury Living 


They look on the "model" villages as a new form of luxury living, not understanding 
the real role. 


The party has noted that Burundi courts have for long been swamped in cases brought 
by quarrelling landowners and tenants, for peasants here are ready to do almost 
anything legally in order to get possession of a plot of land, however arid. 


Foreign advisers here see that peasants in the model villages just do not reason 
why they should walk several kilometres to work on the village crop when in their 
old homes the fields were just outside the front door. 


The present regime abolished a head tax which was a heavy burden for peasants in the 
old days--the tax was levied on the size of the crop. 


Absentee Landlords 


For this reason, peasants have for ages hidden a portion of their bean crop, for 
instance, so that although the tax has been abolished the state still does not know 
the country's real production of this staple food. 


In June 1977 the Sovernment took action against absentee landlords, returning the 
land to those who worked on it. It was probably the major reform carried out so 


far in Burundi. 


Poor Upkeep 


Nevertheless, the C vernment is still facing many difficulties. 








In 1980 there was a catastrophic coffee crop, the country's major foreign currency- 
earner, when production slumped by 40 percent. 


On? reason w.s bad weather, but the poor upkeep of plantations was also to Db. me. 
Tea production was also badly hit. 


Cattle rearing is slumping--Burundi has an estimated 800,000 head. 


President Baganza said recently: "We can at present produce enough food for our 
needs." 


But observers wonder for how long this will continue. (AFP)

Like a contagious disease, Tan- 
zania’s sick economy is beginning 
to undermine the health of its 
landlocked western neighbour 
Burundi, which is encountering 
increasing difficulties in moving its 
exports and imports, AFP reports. 

Separated from the Atlantic 
coast by 2,000kms. (1,250 miles) 

~of Equatorial Africa, much of it 
thick forest, Burundi depends on 
lake traffic a..d an ageing railway 
line for its overland link to the 
Indian Ocean 1,250kms. (780 
miles) away to the east at Dar-es- 
Salaam. 

The rai'way, from Dar-es- 
Salaam to nigoma on Lake Tan- 
ganyika, was constructed by Impe- 
rial Germany at the turn of the 
century and is now on its last legs. 
From Kigoma, imports are trans- 
ferred to a lake steamer and sauled 
north to the Burundi capital Bu- 
jumbura some 200kms. (125 
miles) away. 

A recent report drawn up by 
Burundi’s only political party 
UPRONA, complains that some- 
times more than a year goes by 
before goods ordered abroad 
actually arrive in the country. De- 
livenes of fuel and cemeni were 
recently interrupted for several 
weeks. 

Kigoma used to handle 6,000 
tons of freight each month, but 
this has been halved. The reasons 
for this drop are easy to find — 
old-tashioned cranes, power cuts,

lack of godowns (warehouses) 
Sometimes it can take a couple of 
months to discharge and reload 
one of the small lake barges, and 
the only crane that can handle 
containers 1s Operated by hand. 

The ships are hardly any youn- 
ger than the railway. Most of them 
were launched in the 1920s, and 
one of them, the Liemba, 1s an old 
German steamer sunk during the 
First World war and then sai- 
vaged. 

At the other end of the line, at 


Dar-es-Salaam, a combination of 
congestion, corruption, theft and 
lack of storage facilities does no- 
thing to solve the problem. 
Two weeks ago Burundi was to 
Start shipping out this year's 
28,000-ton harvest of its vital cash 
crop, coffee. The director of the 
port of Bujumbura said he hoped 
that both sides would “‘make the 
necessary arrangements." 
Following 18 months of dither- 
ing, Tanzania and the European 
Development Fund have just 
signed an agreement covering the 
modernisation of Kigoma port. 
Moreover, a 350-ton French- 
financed container ship is being 
assembied at Bujumbura. ‘‘Every- 
thing should start working within 
the next 20 years,” Burundi Fore- 
ign Trade Minisi«r, M. Antoine 
Nyankiye commented dryly. 
Meanwhile Burundi’s monthly 
exports and imports total 13,000 
tons, four times more than can be 
handled by the ‘Tanzania connec- 


tion."’ There are only two other 
possibilities, air or along 
1,800kms. (1,125 miles) of road 
through Rwanda, Uganda and 
Kenya to East Africa's largest 
port, Mombasa. 

Already the Government has 
Started importing fuel this way, 
but the roads are not so good and 
the traffic has to transit through 
three other countnes. Obviously 
this puts up the cost. Rail freight 
averages about $67 a ton, road 
frieght works out at $245 a ton. 
Petrol, which carnes very little 
tax, costs $1.2 per litre at the 
pump. 

Step by step, inflation moves 
along the line from imported 
goods to local products. A tube of 
toothpaste costs $2.70. 

Air freight is probably the solu- 
tion, so long as goods are not too 
heavy, and a new tea factory is 
being flown in bit by bit. 

Like the airport at Kigali, capit- 
al of neighbouring Rwanda, Bu- 
jumbura’s runway is being ex- 
tended to receive the latest jum- 
bos. The trouble is that work at 
Kigali has almost finished and Air 
France and Sabena, the two Euro- 
pean companies which serve the 
region, will be using Boeing 747s 
and DC10s from the end of the 
month. But they will not be able to 
land at Bujumbura for several 
more months.

OIL REVENUES USED TO DEVELOP AGRICULTURE

[Text] While most of the countries of West Africa are experiencing some economic 
difficulties, particularly because of hydrocarbon imports, Cameroon seems to be 
getting the most it can from the petroleum godsend. 


Since the first petroleum discovery in 1978, Cameroon has been experiencing a rec- 
ord economic growth of 6 percent per year. And according to some financial experts, 
this growth could be even greater. 


Currency reserves rose from $52 million in 1978 (1 dollar = 5.7 French francs) to 
$194 million last year. The state budget increased by 31.8 percent in relation 
to the previous year, and is expected to increase by 26 percent fro the 1981-1982 
fiscal year. 


The revenues which Cameroon has lost from its traditional exports, coffee and co- 
coa, it has largely recovered thanks to the sale of its petroleum. 


This situation, however, has not made the Cameroonian authorities "lose their 
heads,'"' as they do not wish to depend only on oil. Thus, in contrast to its oil- 
producing neighbors, Nigeria and Gabon, Cameroon is devoting a large part of its 
oil revenues to the development of its agriculture. 


Indeed, the marketing of coffee, cocoa and even bananas is experiencing difficul- 
ties on international markets, but Yaounda estimates that the crisis is t2mporary 
and that oil will make it possible to go through this bad period without too much 
difficulty. 


Modest in 1978, only 800,000 tons, Cameroon's oil production should reach 4 mil- 
lion tons this year, while iaternal consumption is scarcely 1.5 million tons per 
year. 


Five oil companies are on site: the American companies Pecten, Mobil and Gulf Oil, 
and the French, Elf-Serepca arid Total. But all are in association with the na- 
tional oil company, which holcs 60 percent of the shares in the oilfields. 
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The immediate effect of this economic boom has been to attract, among others, for- 
eign banks, whose number rose from four, 3 years ago, to seven today. It follows, 
however, that this boom brings with it the classic consequence of this type of 
development: a high rate of inflation, 15 percen* according to the experts, and 


a considerable rural exodus, this despite the government's efforts to combat these 
constraints.

CALM AT NIGERIAN BORDER--Yaounde--"All is calm along the entire Cameroon-Nigeria 
frontier," affirmed President Ahmadou Ahidjo in an interview published on 7 July 

by the daily newspaper CAMEROON TRIBUNE. The chief of the Camerooni:n state, more- 
over, denied the news bulletins from foreign radio stations reporting confronta- 
tions on the Nigerian-Cameroonian frontier and affirmed that "if there might be 
hostilities one day, it would in no way be on Cameroon's initiative." Replying 

to a question on the incident of j.ast 16 May (LE CONTINENT of 21 May) between ele- 
ments of the Cameroonian and Nigerian armed forces, which had caused five deaths 

on the Nigerian side, President Ajidjo recalled that his country had expressed its 
regrets to the Lagos authorities and to the victims’ families and had proposed the 
settingup of a joint committee to verify the facts, making it possible to clarify 
the matter and to draw conclusions. He indicated, in this regard, that ~ certain 
number of chiefs of state had proposed mediation for the peaceful settlement of 
this incident, but that the Nigerian Government had preferred to submit it to the 
OAU. This matter, moreover, is the official reason given by the Nigerian president, 
Shehe Shagari, for his refusal to participate in the last Nairobi summit, which 
recommended the formation of a five-country committee to mediate between th two 
states. "This proposal was not approved by the Nigerian party," stated Mr Ahidjo, 
who concluded: "We are always ready to cooperate in any initiative intended to

[Excerpts] The festivities marking the 13th anniversary of the Congolese 
Revolution ended last night. The closing event was the cocktail party held 
yesterday evening at the Palais Du Peuple by the Congolese presidential couple. 
The celebration of the 13th anniversary of the 31 July revolution was marked 
particularly by the inauguration yesterday morning of the Marien Ngouabi Mausoleum 
at the Supreme Sacrifice Square facing the Marien Ngouabi Museum. 


Their excellencies Presidents Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire, David Dacko of the CAR, 
Jose Eduardo Dos Santos of Angola and Goukouni Oueddei of Chad attended this 
ceremony whose solemn and brilliant success served to strengthen the esteem and 
respect that the Congolese have for their immortal leader, Major Marien Ngouabi 
after the inauguration of the Masoleum the chairman of the central committee of 
the Congolese Labor Party, Comrade Denis Sassou-Nguesso, flanked by his 
distinguished guests--the heads of state of Central Africa--and members of the 
National Political Leadership performed in the afternoon the closing ceremony of 
the national cultural festival at revolution stadium. 


To crown the festivities the Congolese presidential couple held a cocktail party 
in the garden of the Palais Du Peuple, thus closing the ceremonies marking the 
13th anniversary of the Congolese revolution. The distinguished guests of 
President Denis Sassou-Nguesso have already left the country. Presidents Mobutu 
and Eduardo dos Santos left last night at 1700 and 2000 respectively. Presidents 
David Dacko and Goukouni Queddei left his morning. 


Before leaving Brazzaville, President Dacko gave his impressions about the 
festivities marking the 13th anniversary of the Congolese revolution to Adrien 
Honore Nguemie. He also refuted allegations that Congo and the CAR are at 
loggerheads. 


[QUESTION] Mr President, during the celebration of the 13th anniversary of 

31 July you had talks with your brother and friend, Col Denis Sassou-Nguesso. I 
think your discussions mainly concerned the future of our continent, Africa and 
particularly Central Africa. Mr President, can you tell us the topic of your 
discussions? 


[ANSWER] On behalf of my delegation I would like first of all to thank President 
Sassou-Nguesso and the Congolese people for inviting us to attend the inauguration 














of the Marien Ngoubi Mausoleum which will keep alive the memory of Marien Ngouabi 
and immortalize him. We have learned a great deal from this inauguration. 


We discussed the situation in Central Africa as well as the relations between our 
two countries. To tell you the truth there is no problem between us--neither 
between the two countries nor between their heads of state. [Passage indistinct] 
Tfhere are CAR citizens here in Brazzaville just as there are Congolese citizens 
in Bangui.

For his part, President Denis Sassou-Nguesso in reply to a question by one of our 
colleagues from Radio Bangui also reaffirmed the good relations between the CAR 
and Congo.

[ANSWER] I think it would be an exaggeration to talk of problems between the CAR 
and Congo. As you know some events recently took place in Bangui which were 
variously interpreted [words indistinct]. President Dacko's presence in 
Brazzaville proves that there are really no problems. 


The last head of state to leave Brazzaville, President Goukouni Oueddei of Chad 
told Adrien Honore Nguemie that he took the opportunity of his stay in Brazzaville 
to meet his central African counterparts with whom he discussed the situation in 
his country. 


[ took advantage of my visit to meet President Denis Sassou-Nguesso, the CAR 
president, President Mobutu Sese Seko and President Eduardo dos Santos to whom I 
explained the development of the situation in Chad and I 4:so0 asked them to give 
moral, political and material support to our government and country to help it 
Overcome its present difficulties. I have noted encouraging reactions from my 
brothers who promised their lasting support for the Chadian people.

DECREE GRANTING PARDON ON ANNIVERSARY 
AB302013 Malabo Domestic Service in Spanish 0600 GMT 30 Jul 81 


[Text] Decree No 210 of 29 July, granting pardon on the occasion of the 2d 
anniversary of the coup of freedom. 


In commemoration of the 2d anniversary of the coup of freedow--which represents to 
all the inhabitants of Equatorial ‘uinea social, cultural and economic 
liberation--the Supreme Military Council desires to impart the joy of this date to 
all Guinean homes without exception and to the homes of those who because of 
criminal circumstances or social maladjustment are separated from their beloved 
ones who are imprisoned in the penitentaries of the republic. 


Motivated by the humanitarian spirit which has always characterized the actions of 
the government of the Supreme Military Council, always respectful of the 
inalienable rights of the citizen, by virtue of the powers vested in me under 
article 9, paragraph 11 of decree law No 3 of 1980, of 12 March, I hereby declare: 
Article 1--Full pardon is granted to prisoners who have committed commoa law, 
penal or military offenses from 13 August to the present date, provided the 
sentences given do not exceed the period of 2 years. 


Article 2--For prisoners convicted of offenses under the aforementioned article 
[word indistinct], partial pardon is granted on the following terms: 


a) for those sentenced for up to 6 years, 3/4ths of the term; 


b) for those with prison sentences of more than 6 years but less than 12, 1/2 of 
the prison term; 


c) for those sentenced to more than 12 years but less than 20, 1/4th of the 
sentence; 


d) for those sentenced to more than 20 years, 1/6th of the term. 


Article 3--The advantages granted under the present decree shall not be applicable 
to: 


1) recidivists and those sentenced more than once; 
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2) those convicted of robbery; 


3) defaulters who do not present themselves before the court [words indistinct] 
within the period of 30 days of the date of publication of this decree; 


4) those sentenced for crimes against the security of the state, national security 
and territorial integrity. 


Article 4--The pardon of sentences will apply in the same manner--totally or 
partially--to [word indistinct] sentences except in the case of total 


disqualification and withdrawal of driver's license [word indistinct]. 


Whenever a prison term covers various sentences for different offenses, the pardon 
will be applicable to each of the sentences separately.

BUDGET REVEALS AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION HITS 30-YEAR LOW 
London WEST AFRICA in English 20 Jul 81 pp 1672-73

AS IS USUALLY the case with 
budgets. the most pertinent part of 
the Budget presented to The 
Gambia's House of Parliament by 
Mr. Saihou Sulayman Sabally, the 
Minister of Tinance and Trade, 
last month came towards the end, 
when he announced tax increases 
to raise another D18.2m. 

Mr. Sabally himself said: ‘“‘Nev- 
er before has government attemp- 
ted to raise additional revenue of 
such magnitude in any one year. 
This developmen: is dictated by 
need to generate adequate re- 
sources to meet the requirements 
of the state, thereby minimising 
the probable occasions of recourse 
to bank-lending. Given the econo- 
mic problems facing most coun- 
tries in the world today it becomes 
imperative for governments to tidy 
up their financial affairs and stre- 
nuously eschew deficit financing 
which would only serve to exacer- 
bate an already difficult and deli- 
cate situation’”’. 

With this sort of philosophy 
behind The Gambia’s Ministry of 
Finance, it is hardly surprising that 
earlier in his speech Mr. Sabally 
had been able to say: “Honour- 
able Members will be hapny to 
hear that the International Monet- 
ary Fund has expressed apprecia- 
tion of our approach... and 
commended us for our composure 
in a difficult situation’. That pas- 
Sage came just after the minister 
had announced approval by the 
IMF of a drawing of some D20m. 
under the IMF's Compensatory 
Financing Facility. 


The minister also gave warning 
that “there will be an all-out drive 
to collect promptly all revenue due 
to the government and at the same 
time efforts at expenditure control 
will be intensified’’. He had 
already referred earlier to his 
speech to the matter of public 
spending. . 

“Perhaps it is appropriate,” Mr. 
Sabally said, ‘to sound a note of 
warning to people in the Public 
Service, i.e., the Civil Service, 
public corporations and local gov- 
ernment institutions. | want to 
make it abundantly clear. that no 
carelessness or indifference in the 
management of public funds will 
be tolerated. 

“The matter of excess or unau- 
thorised expenditure will be dealt 
with firmly and promptly and 
appropriate sanctions will be ap- 
plied. 

“It is also necessary for spend- 
ing officials to ensure that prices 
quoted on LPO’s in respect of 
minor purchases, not requiring 
Tender Board approval, are 
reasonable. The evidence avail- 
able seems to suggest that some 
spending officers are indifferent 
about prices and quality whien 
purchases are made on behalf of 
government. 

“This is a bad attitude that has 
to change. Negligence in this area 
will be treated as a serious default 
for which appropriate sanctions 
will be imposed. 

‘‘Last year, my predecessor 
made an appeal to all pecple of 
goodwill to help in the fight 
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against ‘white collar’ crimes. I am 
pleased to say that there has been 
some favourable response. In- 
deed, some useful information, 
leading to the detection and 
apprehension of wrongdoers, has 
been volunteered from time to 
time. 

“I would want the Gambian 
public at large to be more alive to 
its civic responsibility in the area 
of the detection and prevention of 
crime and I would make a plea for 
continued co-operation with the 
authorities and the law enforce- 
ment agencies in this important 
matter.” 

After announcing the increases 
in taxes Mr. Sabally then offered a 
prospect of some cheer, saying 
that because of the impact which 
his new taxes would have on price 
levels — he warned traders not to 
increase prices improperly and 
said that anybody caught pro- 
fiteering would be liable to lose his 
trading licence — the government 
had decided “to review salaries 
and allowances. Hopefully, the 
necessary adjustments will be 
affected in the course of the next 
financial year.” 

Estimated revenue for the 1981- 
82 financial year is D100,569,000, 
estimated expenditure is 
D92,184,720 which predicates an 
estimated surplus of D8,384,280 
for the year. As a result the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund is ex- 
pected to be D13,045,171 by July 
1, 1982. 

Receipts by the Development 
Fund in 1981-82 are estimated to

reach D68,156,000. This will come 
mainly from external loans and 
grants and a trans‘ *r of D2m. from 
the Consolidated Kevenue Fund 
Total development expenditure 
for the year is projected at 
D70,899 500. 

Mr. Sabally had begun his 
budget speech by setting the eco- 
nomic scene in which The Gambia 
finds itself, and a very informative 
and lucid exposition it was. Aftes 
sketching in the international 
background, he turned to the 
domestic position. 

“Economic activity in The 
Gambia suffered a severe setback 
for the second consecutive year in 
1980-81. Just as in 1979-80 agri- 
cultural production declined furth- 
er and slumped to the lowest level 
in 30 years in the fiscal year just 
ended. The extreme low level of 
agricultural production was mainly 
due to the highly erratic rain fall 
during 1980 which had had a very 
adverse effect on the germination 
and growth of crops. The preva- 
lence of insects and pests also 
caused considerable damage to 
cereal crops in several areas. 

“The severe decline in ground- 
nut production had an extremely 
adverse effect on the whole eco- 
nomy through a sharp decline in 
foreign exchange earnings during 
the year under review.’ Ground- 
nut deliveries to The Gambia Pro- 
duce Marketing Board this year 
were only 45,000 tonnes, which ts 
30 per cent below last year and 
nearly 60 per cent below the aver- 
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age of the past four years, which 
have not been goud. 


Per capita income 


Gross Domestic Product for 
1980-81, at current prices, is tenta- 
tively estimated at D399.3m. com- 
pared with D412.6m. for 1979-80, 
the figures on a per capita basis 
are D655.75 for 1980-81 compared 
with D695.70 in 1979-80. It may 
well have been the result of this 
fall in GDP that savings deposits 
rose by only 8 per cent from 
March, 1980. to March, 1981. 
although interest rates paid on 
such deposits went up by 2 per 
cent in January, 1980. 

Visible external trade in 1980-81 
was D33lm. compared with 
D373.4:.. the year before. Ex- 
ports fell from D83.1m. to 
D52.8m., while imports came 
down from D290.4m. to 
D278.2m., unit value of imports 
was estimated to have gone up 10 
per cent, the bill for petroleum 
products rose nearly 56 per cent. 
This produced a record visible 
trade gap of D225.4m. (compared 
with D207.3m. in 1979-80). Mr 
Sabally commented: “This call, 
for a nore judicious use of our 
foreign exchange earnings. espe- 
cially as regards certain classes of 
imports and I am to state that the 
necessary corrective measures 
have been set in motion.” 

Although the decline in econo- 
mic activity generally. based on 
the disappointing outurn of the 


agricultural sector which is the 
mainspring of The Gambian eco- 
nomy, led to a fall in unemploy- 
ment, the rate of inflation for the 
year was kept to single figures, 
unlike the rates obtaining in many 
other African countries and most 
industnalised countries; unfortu- 
nately a large part of the inflation- 
ary pressure came from increases 
in the “flood” and “fuels” sectors. 

During the year some 21,000 
hectares of rainfed and swamp rice 
were planted, yielding about 
21,000 tonnes of paddy while irri- 
gated rice did well, producing 
about 12,000 tonnes. Cotton was a 
disappointing crop, with 3,500 
hectares planted but only about 
2.500 hectares producing satisfac- 
torily and the average yield drop- 
ping to 608kg. a hectare compared 
with 904kg. per hectare in the 
1979-80 year. As, however, there 
are hopes that cotton will become 
a useful export crop in addition to 
groundnuts, the government in- 
tends to continue expansion and 
development plans. 

Livestock sales in 1979-80 total- 
led D2.3m. of which D1.5m. were 
export earnings. The 1980-81 
earnings are expected to be about 
D1.3m. The Livestock Marketing 
Board has signed an agreement to 
supply Nigeria with 5,000 breeding 
cattle over the next five years. 
Sales of skins and hides, a by- 
product of animal sales, brought in 
D370,000 while fishery fees 

earned nearly D450,000 aid with 
various reorganisation schemes 


under way are expected to provide 
more in future. 

















RAWLINGS’ CONTINUED POPULARITY ANALYZED

“A lot of people who don’t like June 4 are 
going tc lose sleep tonight,” said Mr. Tsatsu 
Tsikata, speasing on June S at a symposium- 
turned-rally at the Accra Community Centre 
marking the second aniversary of the June 4 
soldiers’ uprising from whose shocks some may 
not yet have recovered. the thought of which still 
makes some tremble and fret, and whose mass 
liberatory promise still draws thousands to Jerry 
J. Rawlings, its leader and its symbol. And 
many must have been those who had nightmares 
that night as, well over an hour and a half after 
the event, a crowd of over 300 from the thou- 
sands present at the rally could still be heard 
singing and chanting, and be seen marching from 
the High Street, then along the Kwame Nkrumah 
Avenue, to the Circle where they ended. Nothing 
violent, and no accident occured. Tsatsu Tsikata 
— reportedly a last-minute stand-in for Rev. 
Father Damoah, a priest whose temporal concerns 
fittingly qualify him as Ghana’s “liberation theo- 
logian”, spoke after Mr. K. B. Asante of the 
Social Democratic Party, amd Mr. B.D. D. 
Asamoah a former top civil servant “forced to 
retire for his stance against corruption.” 


Seeing Nothing and Hearing Nothing 
They all spoke, a prelude to the man for 
whom some 6-9,000 had, waited hours before 
schedule, and packed the hall, the roofs, the 
courtvard and the front lawns of the Community 





Centre: Jerry J. Rawlings. The crowd this year 
was thinner than at last year’s anniversary. But 
that is no indication that Rawlings’ popularity 
had waned, or the memory of June 4 lost. Far 
from it. The day before, virtually the whole of 
adult Koforidua had gathered to hear Rawlings. 
The event fizzled out. Authorities of the Eastern 
Regional capital would not make Rawlings speak: 
the organizers of the event allegedly had no per- 
mit. Yet, slamming the gates on Rawlings’ face, 
believing that will stop people from identifying 
with what he stands for, amounts precisely to 
seeing nothing,, hearing nothing, and saying no- 
thing of the actual feelings and yearnings of the 
millions of the faceless, nameless masses. For, 
this man says nothing fundamentally new — all 
he does is articulate and express boldly, critically 
and acutely exactly what the millions believe, sav 
and feel everyday. 

So, when amid some ten minutes of excite- 
ment heralding the youthful hero, Rawlings 
mounted the make-shift platform atop a Bedford 
bus, he was there not so much to “incite”, as to 
simply reflect for the masses, mirror for them, 
what they themselves encounter and know from 
their daily experiences, and what most mains- 
tream politicians dismiss, ignore, or simply 
don't see. It is this unmistakably microscopic 
detailing of the “ordinary man’s” real lif€ con- 
ditions that endears him to the masses, and that 
partly threatens those who would rather believe 

















that without a “leader”, “an instigator’, the 
masses would lose awareness of their daily plight. 
This is what distances Rawlings from anything 
resembling a demagogue. It is the complete 
absence of “revolutionary rhetoric” and “sloga- 
neering” from his lucid, down-to-earth public 
speeches that makes him convincing. For, he 
minces no words, mumbles no facts and confuses 
no audience — even if he sometimes lacks the 
high-falutin theoretical abstractions so appealing 
to, sav, a Legon university audience. If Raw- 
lings was loved by all, he would be irrelevant. 
He has been, and sull is, in the eve of the storm 
of the class struggles in Ghana since May 15, 
1979. 


Restating Well-Known Facts 


Rawl ngs. for those who have carefully followed 
and studied his public speeches, is no rabble 
rouser. That and the fact that he is not an 
ambitious man who intends to capitalize on his 
genuine popularity to cause havoc for his suc- 
cessor regime, must be a blessing for those who 
crave stability most. What werr:es him is that 
the fundamental basis of ensuring stability and 
the workab lity of a democratic constitution Is 
not be.ng strengthened. 
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Rawlings, like every popular hero of the masses, 
stands to be vilified. Quite a number of peopie — 
from all classes — would wish that he headed a 
party for 1983. And feeding on ths genuine wish, 
and .n a manner resembling the findings of a 1978 
US Congressional Committee hearng that the 
intelligence community fed false (m's)informa- 
tion into both Third World and Western med.a, 
some private papers had unleashed a campaign 
that Rawlings would form and lead a party, 
That, according to Rawlings, was a trick to get 
people to register to avert a near spontaneous 
boycott of the registration exercise. And he 
denied flatly that he would lead or form a party 
for 1983. “Don’t get tricked,” he said. For, 
“the media have been used to invent and spread 
lie upop lie — there are newspapers which fill 
their pages with noth ng else.” It is, he said, 
because of the distortion of his statements, by 
much of the media, why he repeated at the June 
5 rally, President John F. Kenuedy’s statement 
he had read a day earlier at the press confe- 
rence, significant werds to the wise, that: 
“Those who make a peaceful revolut on impossi- 
ble, make a vio.ent revolution inevitable.” 
Rawlings wasn’t threatening “bloodsheds”, 
“firing squads” or “fires next time”. His whole 
ral'y was a restatement of facts well known, and 
actully lived, by the countless masses of Ghana. 











MATERIAL INCENTIVES SEEN NEEDED TO IMPROVE ECONOMY

"Material Incentives and the Economy"] 


‘The lesson of history is that society does not learn from 
the lessons of history’. In the Lin.oon administration's 
choice of econom’c policies, how long must this cynical view 
continue to find justification? The response of the present 
government to our numerous economic problems has been 
to exhort us to work hard, to trade less and to produce 
more. As in the recent past, under the military, moral 
exhortation rather than the provision of economic incen- 
tives forms the cornerstone of economic policies. 

The fostering of pro-social behaviour is a laudable goal, 
but we must not be starry-eyed about ‘ts limitations ‘n 
the economic sphere. To harp on soc ally-oriented econo- 
mic behaviour and expect sustainable results is to fly in 
the face of all economic history. The self-proclaiined so- 
cialist states — Hungary, Czechoslovakia, East Germany, 
China and, most recently, Poland — have, one after the 
other, instituted their various economic reform movements. 
These countries have realized that if increased production 
is Not to be an ever receding goal, then, after a degree, 
moral incentives must give way to material incentives. 

The basic problem of the Ghanaian economy, as various 
correspondents have emphasised for some time now in the 
columns of the Legon Observer, is that of production. The 
history of Ghana as well as of other countries demonstrates 
that the best approach to the solution of the production 
problem is to assign a major role for economic incentives. 
Such incentives need to be tempered and leavened wth 
social and economic regulations and institut‘onal arrange- 
ments that will, at the same time, help to meet important 
social goals, such as social equity and the gradual satisfac- 
tion of the most important basic needs of all citizens. 
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Surely, the Limann adm‘nstration is not ignorant of this 
basic fact. But dees the administration have an economic 
vis.on for Ghana? Or does it truly believe the fiction 
that Ghana’s economic problems are entirely the result of 
international economic trends? Or does it simply lack 
the courage to initiate the economic reforms that are so 
clearly overdue ? If it is fear that is inhibiting the admini- 
stration, we of the Legon Observer would like to ask who 
it is afraid of ? Who, in our society, is afraid of an eco- 
nomic reform movement that will actually get the economy 


mov ng and spur the production process ? 


ettainly not consumers : for it would ultimately bring 
prices down. Not producers : for it would mean that 
production will become profitable once more. Not farmers: 
for their return too will increase. Not exporters: for their 
rewares too will rise. Not workers: for greater production 


will increase employment and wages. Who, then, 
is afraid? Only the traders, smugglers and re- 
ceipients of ‘mport ticenses could possibly fear 
sucn a reform since they are the only beneficia- 
ries of the present economic order. If this 1s so, 
gre we right in presuming that the Limann 
government is an administration that is commit- 
ted only to protecting the interests of they 
paras.tic grouns? However powerful these 
groups may be, the President surely can coum 
‘n the full support of the people of Ghana in 
an attempt to initiate an economic reform move- 
ment that can get the economy moving, and 
moving quickly. This is what the people have 
been yearn ng for in the past decade or so. 
What then should the Limann government do 
‘0 gear incentives to production ? In a variety 
xf ways, the returns to all forms of production 
must be increased to outstrip the returns to all 
forms of trading. However, that is only a 
necessary step: it is not sufficient. The second 
major econcmic problem faced by Ghana is the 
extreme shortage of foreign exchange. Ways 
must be found to increase the availability of 
foreign exchange. Since the supply of foreign 
exchange can, ultimately, only be increased by 
increasing exports, all exports (notably cocoa) 
must be made more profitable for producers. 
The persistence of smuggling is testimony to the 
potential for ‘ncreasing the supply of foreign 
exchange to the government, not to mention the 
contr bution that could come from increased 


production if exports were to be made more 
profitable for cocoa farmers. If policies along 
the lines suggested below are adopted to increase 
exports then recourse to fore gn loans in the 
short-run is not only possible but highly advis- 
able. As surely as charity must begin at home, 
foreign investors, despite their paltry credits and 
prom’ses, decide on a wait-and-see attitude until 
they have evidence that we have a clear and 
viable economic strategy and a sense of political 
direction. If we are fooled bv their civility, and 
the Limann administration also decides to wait 
to see the next move of foreign investors, then, 
as a people we are destined to wait interminably, 


Thirdly, and finally, to encourage the growth 
of production. a way must be found to increase 
the rewards for hard work and discipline. While 
decreasing the profitability of trade and imports 
and redirecting efforts towards production and 
exports, one must be keenly aware of the existence 
of a tremendous problem of morale among 
wage and salary earners in our society. Through 
a decade of unimaginablv high rates of inflation, 
while traders, importers and all manner of 
middlemen have made huge unwarranted fortunes 
over and over again, the purchasing power of 
wage and salary earners has fallen drastically. 
Production can take off if the problem cof apathy 
is tackled through material incentives. It is only 
in this way that the purchasing power of this 
social group will be restored; and equity de- 
mands that this be done, and done quickly. 

















If the Limann administration is to get the 
economy moving it should re-orient incentives 
towards production. This can be done by 
tender.ng material incentives in production, in ex- 
porting, and rewards for hard work greater than 
the returns to trading, importing and _indisci- 
pline. At the same time important social objec- 
tives must be met. How all tiis can actually 
be dome is a technical ‘ssue which the govern- 
ment’s technicians can easily determine, Cer- 
tainly, the recent economic history of the more 
successful small, export-oriented developing 
countries such as Korea, Colombia and Malay- 
Sia IS instructive. 

We cf the Legon Observer wou!d Ike the 
President to know in no uncertain terms that if 
he wants to get the economy moving, and moving 
now, then. he has to institute a programme aimed 
at increas ng production through greater mate- 
rial incentives along the lines suggested above. 
Ghanaians will support such a programme if 
they have good reasons to believe that the bene- 
ficiaries will be consumers, producers, farmers, 
exporters and workers, and the losers will be 


those who have made fortunes over the past 
decade.

PRIVATE INDUSTRIALIST INAUGURATES BAKERY, CONSTRUCTION COMPANY

[Excerpts] The "African Bakery" belonging to Mateus Sanha was inaugurated last 
Friday in the presence of Comrade Joao Bernardo Vieira (Nino), president of the 
Council of the Revolution as guest of honor. This industrial unit is equipped 
with brand new Italian machines costing 4,401,715 pesos. The firm spent 4,228,000 
pesos to remodel the installation. [It has two ovens that can produce 450 kilos of 
bread per hour and uses gasoil or wood. The owner of the bakery announced that he 
is already studying the prospects for the future production of pasta and the 
establishment of a cafe. 


Mateus Sanha said that “we believe that these initiatives will serve the interests 
of the people. We need the support of the authorities to import raw materials so 
as to avoid the paralyzation of the installation." 


Minister of Commerce, Fisheries and Artisans Joseph Turpin, also present at the 
ceremony, stated: "The Ministry of Commerce, guided by the decisions that the 
government will soon adopt the field of trade, will do everything in its power to 
help businessmen to improve their work for the benefit of the Guinean nation." 


Simultaneously with the inauguration of the African Bakery, the new administrative 
offices of the African Construction Company were also inaugurated in the same 
building. This civil construction company, also belonging to industrialist Mateus 
Sanha, was estabished in 1979 and had originally met with a number of difficulties 
because of a lack of office facilities and construction materials on the national 
market. 


The availability of construction materials should progressively improve. During a 
recent meeting between the Ministry of Public Works and national contractors, this 
state organism promised to guarantee the importation of such materials.

YOUR EXCELLENCY: 

We are indéed very happy 
to welcome you to the Mini- 
stry of Planning and Econo- 
mic Affairs.

Among the industrialized 
countries of the world, 
Japan is the only country 
which occupies the enviable 
position of holding canoe 
and shore in terms of North- 
South relations. Japan is a 


highly industrialized coun- 
try, yet she has a socio- 
cultural Situation which 


obtains widely within the 
Third World. Perhaps, it is 
this socio-cultural factor, 
more than any other factor, 
that lays the basis for the 
Strengthening of economic 
ties between Japan and the 
Third World, af which Libe- 
ria is a part. 

We note with interest that 
the outlook for the Japanese 
economy reflects a course of 
Steady and stable growth as 


be meaningful 
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is indicated in the estima- 
ted real growth rate of 5.3% 


for fiscal year 1981. It is 


in fact useful to observe 
the four-pointed approach 
being used to foster such 
growth: Firstly,economic po- 
licy for 1981 is directed 
toward a steady expansion of 
domestic demand and assuring 
steady employment. Domestic 
consumer spending is expec- 
ted to rise by 9.9% over the 
previous year, while pri- 
vate equipment investment is 
expected to gain 10.7% rise 
and housing investment 8.5%. 
Government spending is ex- 
pected to go up by some 2.6% 
while mining and industrial 
production will attain some 
5.3% rise. The increase in 
gainfully employed workers 
is expected to be about 1.0% 
while the number of unemploy- 
ed may drop slightly below 
the 1980 level.Secondly, em- 
phasis is -being placed on 
stabilizing prices. As a re- 
sult of an expected decline 
in external factors that 
have pushed up wholesale 
prices in the past, the in- 











crease in wholesale prices 
is expected to slow down, 
dropping by about 4.1%. 
Japanese authorities report 
that prices are stabilizing 


‘as a result of which their. 


increase may be around 5.5%. 
Thirdly, Japan is securing 
stable sources of energy and 
efforts are being stepped up 
to lessen the dependence of 
the economy on oil. Finally, 
Japan is endeavoring to ful- 
fil its responsibilities in 
a manner commensurate with 
its position in the interna- 
tional community. 

We cannot go on looking at 
Japan's economy without men- 
tioning here its overseas' 
loans and investments. 
Japan's overseas economic 
cooperation fund-pledge 
amounted to a record $2.9 
billion -for overseas loans 
and investment during fiscal 
year 1980, a 70% increase 
over fiscal year 1979. 

Direct credits to foreign 
government accounted for 
$2.8 billion and inves tnents 
in private projects abroad 
accounted for $80 million. 
At the United Nations spon- 
sored International Confer- 
ence on Assistance to Refu- 
gees in Africa. held in 
Geneva, it is re- 
markable to note that 
Japan pledged $20 million 
in aid to African refugees 
during the current fiscal 
year, on top of its ordinary 
contributions to interna- 
tional bodies, including the 
office of the United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refu- 
gees. This includes $5 mil- 
lion to the African Refugee 
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Relief Programme under the 
United Nations Organization 
and $15 million in food as- 
sistance through the World 
Food Programme. 

In terms of loans that 
directly relate to Africa, 
it is pleasing to note that 
a Japanese consortium of 12. 
banks, including the Long- 
term Credit Bank of Japan 
and °& life insurance com- 
panies, signed a contract in 
Tokyo with the African De- 
velopment Bank to extend two 
loans totalling $75 million. 

While we have observed 
with interest the steady and 
stable growth of the Japa- 
nese economy, it is only 
fair that we make mention of 
some of the major structural 
problems our own economy | 
faces and strategies adopted 
by the Liberian Government 
with the view to encouraging 
the wider participation of 
Liberians and meaningful in- 
vestments by foreigners in 
developing the Libertan eco- 
nomy . 

Our analysis of the Libe- 
rian economy upon the com- 
mencement of the People's 
Redemption Council Govern- 
ment indicates that the 
Government inherited a four- 
pointed. set of structural 
problems: 

1. The downward price 
spiral in the interna- 
tional iron ore market 

and the exacerbation 
of the iron ore situa- 
tion by the ° eneray 
crisis; 

2. The inability of the 
previous Government to 
give effective priori- 
ty to agricultural de- 














velopment to compen- 
sate for the fall in 
the relative share of 
the iron ore sector in 
gross domestic income; 
3. The highTy inefficient 


management of the pub- 
lic sector; and 
4. The lack of participa- 
tion of the masses of 
the people ii: economic 
decision-making. ~ 
Against the background of 
a negative growth rate, our 
New Government found itself 
in the midst of chronic un- 
derdevelopment which is in 
effect the manifestation of 
the structural problems our 
economy continues to face. 
“hile our problems are in- 
deed grave, they are in no 
way insurmountable. There- 
fore, our Government has 
adopted a set of strategies 
which are consistent with 
making some modest contribu- 
tion to minimizing _ the 
structural problems over the 
medium-term. It is most im- 
portant that we get our eco- 
nomy growing again while 
maintaining existing employ- 
ment rates.

PLANNING MINISTER CALLS FOR CLOSER TIES WITH NIGERIA

The need for Liberia to 
advance economic and tech- 
nical cooperation among 
African countries was 
stressed last Fridav by the 
Planning Minister, Or. 
Togba Nah-Tipoteh. 

He said in the midst of 
Liberia's immense financial 
difficulties and its con- 
ventional tendency to look 
towards the industrialized 
countries, government must 
not forget about the great 
importance of such a coope- 
ration. 

Minister Tipoteh made the 
observation when he dis- 
cussed with the Nigerian 
Ambassador _ to Liberia, 
Edward Martins, measures 
that could reactivate the 
forstering of economic and 
technical cooperation be- 
tween the two countries. 

He said studies show that 
benefits from such coopera- 
tion could be considerable, 
besides the clear social and 
cultural links they develop. 

In the past, draft agree- 
ments on economic, sci2nti- 
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tic, technical and trade 
had been exchanged between 
the governments of Liberia 


and Nigeria. 

Minister Tipoteh and 
Ambassador Martins agreed 
that concrete steps be taken 
to review and conclude the 
agreements which are aimed 
at improving trade, techni- 
cal and economic cooperation 
between the two countries. 

Dr. Tipoteh underscored 
the importance for Nigeria 
and Liberia to expand eco- 
nomic activities in all 
areas, including agricul- 
ture, industry and trade. 

He informed Ambassador 
Martins that the PRC Govern- 
ment places more emphasis 
on bilateral ties unlike 
government of the past. 

Dr. Tipoteh spoke of the 
agreement between Nigeria 
and Lamco to purchase over 
$125 million worth of iron 
ore from Liberia, and said 


it was a positive sign of 
cooperation between the two 
countries. 








He later disclosed that 
government was taking posi- 
tive measures to launch its 
Four-Year Development Plan 
Shortly, adding that efforts 
were being made to ensure 
that the Liberian’ plan 
directly reiates to the 
Lagos Plan of Action, which 
is the African Plan for 
Development through collec- 
tive self-reliance. 

For his part, Ambassador 
Martins said throuah such 
economic ties, the Nigerian 
Government would be willing 
to explore the possibility 
of selling crude oil tc 
liberia.

TO SOVIET officials Liberia has long 
seemed a little anomalous. Formerly the 
only independent West African state, it 
was devoted to capitalism; now revolution- 
ary, at the top at least it is pro-American. 

The Soviet regime’s original direct con- 
tact with West Africa’s first republic was in 
1956, when Mr. Volkov, President of the 
Supreme Soviet, was sent to represent the 
USSR at President Tubman’s fourth inau- 
guration, the first to which the Liberians 
invited the whole world. He was accompa- 
nied by an interpreter, almost as tall as Mr. 
Volkov, a huge and geniai man; by a short 
English-speaking Foreign Minisiry man, 

‘ Mr. Barzakine, who had served in 
Washington; and by a camera team. 

The Russians seemed to be very ignorant 
both about West Africa and about Liberian 
customs. I was assured that they had been 
told about the Liberian rule that white ties 
and tails were obligatory at some func- 
tions, such as the inauguration itself, and 
morning tail coats at others. But they 
turned up at the Inauguration conspicuous 
in dark lounge suits. 

At the Inauguration Ball that evening, 
however, they were white-tied and tailed. 
Rumour had it that they had been per- 
suaded on the previous day that their hosts 
would feel offended at their sartorial inde- 
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pendence. So they had hastily sent their 
special aircraft to London. The pilot, with 
the assistance of their London Embassy, 
and armed with their measurements, was 
to fetch suitable apparel from the inex- 
haustible stocks of Moss Brothers. The 
aircraft also brought back generous sup- 
plies of caviare and vodka, although Libe- 
rian hospitality was lavish enough. 
What really puzzied the Russians, 
however, was the presence in Monrovia of 
the Ghanaian (still Gold Coast) delega- 
tion, resp’ dent in Kente, led by the 
impressive Mr. Kojo Botsio. Deceived, as 
ever, by their own propaganda, Moscow 
officials, who after his 1951 election victory 
had denounced Kwame Nkrumah as a 
stooge of imperialism, had paid no atten- 
tion to the coming independence of Ghana 
since, presumably, they reasoned that the 
British, like themselves, would never really 
give up a colony. Mr. Botsio, Mr. Edusei 
and the other Ghanaians in Monrovia, 
however, bore little resemblance to down- 
trodden colonials. They convinced the 
Russians that their country would indeed 
achieve genuine independence in the fol- 
lowing year. Subsequently Mr. Barzakine, 
to my astonishment, asked me to suggest to 
him a reading list for West Africa; “we do 
mot seem,” he said, “to be very well- 
briefed on this part of the world.” 
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Hysteria in 
US newspapers 


Although the hysteria in certain Amer- 
ican newspapers about this first official 
Soviet mission to West Africa was ludic- 
rous, it was even taken up by some London 
newspapers, including the late, and un- 
lamented, Daily Sketch. Mr. Volkov told 
me that he had no time to read such 
rubbish. But the Russians, entirely legiti- 
mately, had decided that it was time that 
they had a “permanent presence”’ in West 
Africa; and since they could not imagine 
the possibility of independence for any 
colony (in West Africa or anywhere else), 
they decided that Liberia, the sole inde- 
pendent state in the area, was the only 
possible place to establish themselves. 

It was, incidentally, at this time that the 
Belgians, surprisingly, invited an official 
Soviet mission to the then Belgian Congo 
— but independence for that territory was 
not contemplated. 

What the Russians made of Mr. Tub- 
man’s generous awards of Liberian decora- 
tions to foreign millionaires during the 
inauguration I did not discover; but clear- 
ly, as Lenin had long before advised, they 
were ready to make the best of what was 
available abroad. 

So it was that Mr. Volkov, at a party in 
the seafront mansion of Mr. Henry Ford 
Cooper (the Liberian Ambassador in Lon- 
don) which the Russians had rented for 
their visit — a party for which they had 
hired the Liberian Frontier Force band 
under its Italian bandmaster — in a speech 
welcoming the President, both invited a 
Liberian parliamentary delegation to visit 
the Soviet Union and suggested the possi- 
bility of a Soviet Embassy in Monrovia. 
‘“That,’’ murmured President Tubman to 
me as I stood next to him, “is one embassy 
that will never be opened.”’ Nor, in his 
lifetime, was it. 

His administration continued to be deep- 
ly hostile to Communism, to prevent stu- 
dents going to Communist countnes, and 
to see Communist influence in any express- 
ion of dissent. Nor was Mr. Tubman’s 
attitude dictated by the Americans. He 
genuinely believed Communism to be evil, 
although he was prepared to have formal 
relations with some Communist states. He 
was, however, a skilled diplomat, and was 
able to establish cordial relations with 
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Sékou Touré, in spite of Guinea’s Eastern 
European and Chinese connections: he 
must have enjoyed Sékou Touré’s expul- 
sion of the Soviet Ambassador. He certain- 
ly regarded Nkrumah’s Pan-Africanism as 
more menacing than Sékou Touré’s brand 
of socialism. 

After President Tubman’s death in 1971 
his successor, Mr. Tolbert, regularised 
relations with Moscow, visited the USSR 
and allowed a modest Soviet embassy to be 
opened in Monrovia. Abandoning Liber- 
ia’s long-established connection with 
Taiwan he eventually established relations 
with Peking, which he visited, and estab- 
lished cordial relations with, for example, 
Rumania. ; 

The Russians, in any case, profiting from 
the revised view of West Africa that the 
contact with the Ghanaians in Monrovia 
had given them during the inauguration, 
soon lost interest in Liberia and concen- 
trated on Ghana. Their relations with Dr. 
Nkrumah were often prickly, but Ghana at 
least used the language of socialism instead 
of that of the apostles of the free market. 
They were later content for their man in 
Sierra Leone to represent them in Monro- 
via. : 

The first one was a pleasant character, 
with whom I once had a friendly argument 
in which I tried to persuade him, utterly 
incredulous though he was, that there were 
influential people in Liberia to the nght of 
President Tubman, of whose efforts to 
bring hinterland people into the main 
stream of politics they disapproved. 

_ The first resident Soviet Ambassador in 
Monrovia was a mild, elderly, man at the 
end of his diplomatic career. He told me 
over a leisurely lunch in his Monrovia 
residence that his career had taken him to 
Communist countries and to India. So he 
was delighted to have, at last, this oppor- 
tunity of studying at first hand the opera- 
tion of capitalism, of which he had heard so 
much, in its purest, if that is the right word, 
form. He doubted if the Soviet Union 
would be very active in Liberia, but they 
were anxious to do anything that the 
Liberians might ask them to do, I remain 
convinced that he spoke the truth. 

Slowly, however, as is the custom of 
Soviet embassies, this one began to ex- 
pand, although there had been no corres- 
ponding increase in trade or in Soviet 
assistance to Liberia.

SHIPPING AGENCY IS FINED OVER SOVIET SHIP INCIDENT 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 3 Jul 81 p l 
[Article by Napoleon A. Teage] 


[Text] A Monrovia based shipping agency, SCANSHIP, has been fined $25,000 by the 
National Port Authority, for allowing the Soviet cargo vessel, IVAN BELOSTOSKLIY, 
which it represents here, to violate a number of port regulations when it docked 
at the Freeport June 18. 


According to Captain Ernest B. Jones, Jr., NPA Deputy Managing Director for 
Operation, the ship which was ordered detained by government on June 22 for 
illegally attempting to load three boxes contained sophisticated communication 
equipment directly into a waiting Embassy car at the Freeport after it had berthed 
there on June 18, did violate three of the port's regulations. 


He said the crew of the vessel had discharged the three boxes and attempted 
loading them directly into the car, “but when their attempt was forestalled, 

due to the intervention of dock workers, the boxes were se-loaded into the 

vessel without a re-loading manifest."' This, Jones said, was the first violation. 


He explained that the crew of the BELOSTOSKIY had also failed to channel the 
cargo (boxes) through the port billing superintendents before attempting to load 
it directly into the Embassy vehicle that had gone to the port after normal 
working hours for the boxes. 


The second violation, according to Capt Jones, was when the crew of the vessel 
removed the three boxes containing the communication devices from the pier in 
the absence of a port stevedore. This violation, he pointed out, was "smuggling 
of cargo" and is against the port's regulation. 


The third offense, Jones told the NEW LIBERIAN Tuesday, was the fact that the 
Russian vessel crew, 35 in all, had failed to present a stowage plan and hatch 
list to port officers stating the point of origination of the cargo. 


He said it was rare to unload cargo at any port without a manifest stating the 
port of origination of the cargo and its contents. 
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Another rare action of the BELOSTOSKIY's crew members, Jones emphasized, was the 
assault done to a number of port superintendents who had insisted that the cargo 


go through all necessary port procedures before being allowed to leave the port 
for its destination. 


As a result of the assault, Jones explained, warehouse superintendents have 
requested guarantee from NPA management, which in turn has assured them of 
protection against the re-occurrence of such incidents. 


Already, Capt Jones said, a series of communications have been going on between 


NPA, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and shipping agencies regarding the rigid 
enforcement of port regulations. 


He explained that the Foreign Ministry has also been informed that effective 
immediately, all diplomatic goods would have to be channeled through that 
Ministry whenever they arrived at the Freeport. 


"Diplomats will not be allowed on the pier anymore," Jones said, explaining that 
this measure will ensure against the re-occurrence of the Soviet incident 


recently, when the ship's crew jumped into a scuffle with the port workers over 
"diplomatic" cargo.

COOPERATION WITH SUDAN--Foreign Minister G. Bacchus Matthews has announced that 
Liberia and Sudan have agreed to cooperate in areas of education, commerce, 
information, security, agriculture and administration. This was announced in the 
joint communique signed by the Heads of State of the two countries at the end of 
Master Sgt Doe's three-day state visit to Sudan. The two leaders agreed that 
scholarships should be awarded to undergraduate Liberians to study in Sudan and 
the Liberian Government will give annual scholarships to Sudanese undergraduates 
to study in Liberia. Sudan also agreed to exchange research students between 

the universities of their two countries and to provide textbooks and curriculum 
development for Islamic religious knowledge and Arabic language to Liberia. 

In the areas of security and national defence, Master Sgt Doe and President Numeiri 
agreed that Sudan would extend facilities in its various military discipline 
institutions to Liberia. On information and mass media, the two countries agreed 
to develop cooperation between the Sudanese News Agency and the Liberian News 
Agency to enable the two agencies to give each other wide coverage and diffusion 
of news in their respective mass media. In agriculture and animal resources, Sudan 
will consider providing experts to help Liberia to develop her fishing industry 
as well as vegetable and animal resources. The two Governments also agreed to 
exchange experts from various ministries in each country to observe how their 
respective ministries function. Liberia will send experts to Sudan to observe 
the country's system of journalism and its relations with the Sudanese state and 
Government.

The project, financed mainly 
by Canada, seeks to establish 
herds of mgh-yield dairy cattle 
that will produce sufficient milk 
for local consumption and allow 
other dairy products to be made. 


Production of butter, cheese 
and yoghurt is envisaged, while 
condensed and powdered milk 
are also distinct sibilities 
once the project is fully under- 
way, according to a Malawi 
News Agency report. 

The Malawi-Canada Dairy 
Cattle Development Project is 
being financed by a Canadian 
grant of about K9.1 million. 
The Malawi Government is 
contributing K2.2 million. 


Under the project, Canada 
will provide 500 Holstein dairy 
cattle whose progeny will be 
distributed to progressive far- 
mers throughout the country, 
either as pure-bred or cross- 
bred cattle.

Veterinary Department offi- 
cials quoted by Mana say the 
first 250 cows are expected to 
arrive in Malawi sometime in 
September. 

The report says the cows will 
be flown to Malawi in a giant 
DC8 transport aircraft — and 
the flight has to await comple- 
tion of the-new Kamuzu Inter- 
national Airport at Lilongwe as 
it cannot land at Chileka. 

The cows will come in as cal- 
ves aged between four and nine 
months and it is hoped that the 
older calves will themselves 
start calving by the end of 1983. 
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The cows are expected to 
start yielding milk in quantity 
by 1984. Pure bred Canadian 
Holstein cows yield on average 
18 to 23 litres of milk a day. By 
contrast, the average Malawian 
Zebu cow yields about 2.25 
litres a day. ° 

The cows will be based at two 
farms being developed under 
the project. One is at Chinsapo, 
in Lilongwe, to supply the Cap- 
ital Dairy. The other is at 
Ndata, south of Mikolongwe in 
Thyolo District, to supply the 
new Blantyre dairy.

FISH YIELD INCREASE--Mangochi, Tuesday--Fish yields have increased from 13,000 
tons to 70,000 tons a year during the past 17 years, a senior official from the 
Ministry of Forestry and Natural Resources said here yesterday when he officially 
opened a ten-day seminar on fish processing and quality control. The seminar 
which is being attended by 10 inspectors is being held at Mphwepwe Fisheries 
Training Centre. The official attributed this dramatic change in fish yields to 
the MDC-owned Maldeco Fisheries which, he said, is itself "the result of several 
years of Government active research and planning through the Department of 
Fisheries.'"' The official stated that because of the increase in tonnage which 
leaves the country with some surplus for export to neighbouring countries, the 
department "has found it necessary to carry out research in the processing and 
preservation of fish."" He stated that because the fish which crossed the borders 
earned the country the much needed foreign exchange, the quality of such fish was 
therefore of great concern to the Government. The official added that the proper 
fish preservation was also important in keeping fish in use at home because, he 
said, "We cannot expect our lakes and rivers to produce more than nature allowed

MITTERRAND REPROACHED FOR ACTIONS TOWARD AFRICA

[Text] During his last campaign for the Elysee Palace French President Francois 
Mitterrand gave the developing world a flurry of hope. Among other things the 
Socialist, as the presidential candidate, promised to increase French economic aid 
to the Third World. He also pledged to impress on his colleagues in the ; 
industrial West the need for a more equitable distribution of the world's wealth, 
which at the moment is unjustifiably concentrated in the hands of a few industrial 
nations. 


In fact, at his inauguration last April President Mitterrand rightly observed that 
there could be no real international community as long as two-thirds of the planet 
must sacrifice their labor and goods against hunger and humiliation. On Africa, 
Mr Mitterrand stated his intention to relax French military presence on the 
continent. He was quoted as saying that he would favor the imposition of 
sanctions against apartheid South Africa. Although one realizes that the reactor 
program is one of the agreements inherited from his predecessor, the decision to 
execute the project is certainly a departure from the political and ideological 
path which the Socialist president pledged to uphold. 


In fact, there are many people who cannot explain this action in any way other 
than that French economic interests was the motive behind the decision. But, in 
fact, we could say here that African leaders cannot but see continued mutual 
cooperation with the racist regime as a direct threat to the security of the 
continent. 


One other factor which has attracted African concern is France's refusal to 
withdraw her troops currently stationed in some parts of Africa. The official 
argument is that the troops are there to maintain internal security and protect 
French citizens abroad. One would ask, however, whether it is only in Africa that 
French citizens reside outside their homeland. The only question people have 
often asked is whether or not military cohesion can ever bring the desired peace 
and stability. In fact, the whole issue of sovereignty always becomes [word 
indistinct] when the majority of many independent states are not allowed the means 
to shape the destiny of their countries by choosing their leaders through popular 
and democratic processes. Africa's problems are more related to the raising of 
the standard of living of the people, and this is why France has to make some 
impact by way of cooperation with our African countries for the execution of 
viable economic projects. 
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By stationing troops in Africa while at the same time executing nuclear projects 
with the racists in South Africa amounts to double standards. [as heard] But all 
said and done, it may be premature to write an account of Franco-African relations 
of Mitterrand's era. This is because 3 months into a 7-year term of office can 
certainly not present a complete picture. One can only hope at this point that 
Francois Mitterrand will take another look at his previous pronouncements and 


channel the course of his country's foreign policy to reflect these stated 
objectives.

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OIL PRODUCTION REPORTED AT 10-YEAR LOW

[Text] Oil production fell to 1.293 million barrels a day and exports to 1.069 
million barrels daily during May. Both were 10-year lows. 


According to statistics prepared by the Oil Producers' Trade Section of the Lagos 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry, May production was down 39.6 percent when 
compared with May 1980, while exports decreased by 49. percent. 


All the producing companies made cuts in the month. But the biggest and most 
significant was made by Shell/NNPC. The company which usually accounts for about 
56 percent of total production, produced at the rate of 572,794 barrels per day-- 
down 54.2 percent on the May 1980 level. 


Cuts by the other main producers were more modest, with Gulf/NNPC down 24.4 per- 
cent to 267,466 barrels per day, Mobil/NNPC down 14.2 percent, to 177,153 barrel 
per day and Agip/Phillips/NNPC down 12.8 percent to 154,307 barrels a day. 


Delivering to the local refineries remained as low as it had been in April, at 
123,998 barrel a day. Total domestic refinery capacity is 260,000 barrels daily, 


but actual throughput has rarely been near that level because of problems at one 
refinery or the other at various times. 
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NNPC REPORTED STARTING ON PETRO-CHEMICAL INDUSTRY

[Text ] The Nigerian National Petroleum Corporation (NNPC) has embarked on a 
three phase development of the Nigerian Petro-chemical industry. 


This was disclosed by a team of NNPC experts during a visit to the Daily Times at 
Ike ja. 


Under the programme phase one will involve the production of detergents and sol- 
vents from the Kaduna refinery. 


The Warri refinery will produce polypropylene and carbon black. 


The polypropylene is used for plastics and heavy duty fibres while carbon black 
is used for tyres and printing ink. 


The phase two of the programme which is expected to commence next month will in- 
volve mostly chemicals. 


According to the NNPC officials, by the time the third phase is concluded in 1990, 
the 12 of the 3,000 basic petro-chemical products would have been developed. 


According to the General Manager, Project and Engineering Division Mr. Kufeji, 
this would mean a bonanza for Nigeria entrepreneurs. 


The oificials also disclosed that the NNPC was capable of sustaining Nigeria oil 


production should the foreign oil companies decide to "pack up" exploration of 
exploitation. 


He said as of now, all the foreign companies put together produce only one third 
ot Nigeria's Total Oil production. 


He disclosed that the NNPC was engaged in the moment in prospecting for oil in the 
Benue through, the Bida Basin and the Lak Chad area. 


A R60m petroleum research centre is to be built by the NNPC at Port Harcourt 
within the next five years. 











According to Dr. E. C. Ibe, the head of NNPC's Research and Development department 
in an interview with the Corporation's house quarterly NAPETCOR, the proposed 
centre will be used for more sophisticated research. 


Work had started on this laboratory in 1979 but it could not become operational 
till this year because of late arrival of equipment. 


Established as a one-man outfit in 1979, NNPC's R. and D. department has grown in 
stature over the years and now employs about 41 people: half senior staff. 


It has two major units viz the petroleum engineering and processing units. The 


first of the two is concerned with structural engineering research for the oil 


industry and is currently testing a multi-dimensional three-phase all purpose black 
oil reservoir.

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NPA, NNPC DISAGREED ON OIL JETTY

[Text] The refusal of the Nigerian Ports Authority (NPA) to allow oil vessels to 
berth at the Calabar Wharf is delaying the building of an oil jetty in the Cross 
River State. 


For three years now, the NNPC had been begging the NPA in vain to allow it to put 
up a tanker jetty (where oil tankers would anchor) and a booster station (from 
where oil could be pumped into the storage tanks) at the Calabar Port Complex. 


But the NPA refused, saying that fuel was a "dangerous cargo." 


Because of this, the NNPC engineers have chosen to build the jetty and booster 
station on parcels of land very far away from the fuel depot. 


The tug-of-war between the NPA and the NNPC was revealed to a team of newsmen on 
a nation-wide tour of oil installations by Mr John Emordi, an NNPC engineer. 


Mr Emordi disclosed that the building of the jetty and booster station on the 
parcels of land now being considered would hike the overhead cost from N3.4 
million to about WN6.5 million. 


He also said the work might not be completed until 1983 because the areas chosen 
were marshy and had to be sand-filled and left to "settle." 


And the finishing of work in 1983, he said, depended very much on getting 
permission from the state's Ministry of Land and Housing.

NEW INVESTMENT CODE BILL ADOPTED BY CABINET 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 29 Jun 81 p 3 


[Excerpts] After adopting the Sixth Economic and Social Plan, the members of our 
Assembly studied the draft legislation embodying an investment code. As Mr Joseph 
Mathiam, chairman of the commission, pointed out, this is the fourth time in 20 
years that the National Assembly has been asked to vote on legislation embodying 
an investment code, contrary to certain African countries who have granted then- 
selves similar legislation. According to the chairman it is a matter of bringing 
our practices and our legislation into conformance and of taking into account the 
development of the industrial fabric. In Mr Mathiam's opinion, it is better to 
change the texts each time it proves necessary than to maintain them only to vio- 
late or circumvent them. 


The chief innovation in the draft code proposed to the members of the Assembly con- 
cerns the elimination of the advantages granted by Article 19 of the code in force 
and their replacement by a credit called a value-added credit, This value-added 
credit, stressed the chairman, is the greatest innovation of the draft code sub- 
mitted to the Assembly. It involves deducting from the amount of tax on sales vol- 
ume a credit said to be based on the value created by the enterprise. Under the 
former system, approved businesses; could be exempted from import duties on ship- 
ments of raw materials. This was, commented Mr Mathiam, an incentive to import 

and it favored new businesses who were possibly competing with old ones. This ar- 
ticle of the code was frequently criticized. 


As for the value-added credit, it does grant the advantages of the value-added tax: 
ease of evaluation, adjustability by sector and ease of application. It is granted 
for a period of 9 years (actually 6, if 3 years are considered as the time it takes 
to build an enterprise). The second innovation is the pegging of the reduced tax- 
ation to the direct taxation. Under the present system, said the chairman, the 
clause entitled "tax stabilization" (generally over a period of 20 years) applies 
to both direct and indirect taxation. It has become apparent that, in fact, busi- 
nesses are more devoted to the advantages bearing on direct taxation than to those 
derived from reductions or elimination of indirect taxes such as tax on sales volume 
or import duties. The specific case of investmentes made through credit agreement 
is the third important innovation in the code. As a credit agreement is a means 

of financing like any other, capable therefore of extending to lessee enterprises 
the advantages of the code, interest paid to the lender can be exempted from the 
value-added tax. The inclusion of loans to individuals is also a new stipulation. 
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Even where it already existed, it only referred to loans for a certain period and 
at a rate lower than the bank rate at the Central Bank, plus 2 points. The code 
submitted for the Assembly's comment includes several other provisions: withdrawal 
of approval from enterprises which have not begun to set up programs within a per- 
iod of 12 months. For replacement of equipment, under the new code, investments 
must exceed 200 million and must not eliminate employment. On the other hand, ex- 
pansion and diversification programs can be approved even if they do not exceed 
the 200 million/50 job threshold, on the condition that they create significant 
added value. Regarding the level of investment required for approval under the 
accepted system, it is raised from 1 to 2 billion due to the large number of re- 
quests. As for exemption of spare parts required for equipment operation, it is 
limited to 10 percent of the cost before tax of the production machines. Under 
the new code, exemptions on fuels only apply to fixed installations and drilling 
equipment; whereas the code in force granted exemption from taxes on lubricants and 
fuels used by all off-road equipment to businesses operating in agriculture, ani- 
mal husbandry, water and forests. Moreover, a supplement to the new code extends 
to capital formation the advantages from which a new company benefits. In fact, 
said the chairman, it may happen that a company begins as a research company only 
and then resorts to a significant capital raising program when the project is ready 
to be launched. This was the case with the Chemical Industry of Senegal. The new 
text also proposes elimination of taxes on Senegalese salaries, which represent 
only 2 percent of total wages, and the contractual tax which is only 400,000 francs. 
Finally, new advantages are offered to companies who want to locate outside of the 
Cape Verde region. 


To facilitate control over the businesses, a clause obliging them to transmit "vol- 
untarily all data relevant to the level of competition and the operation of their 
projects" is proposed in the new code. 


In order to make effective the obligation to give local business priority when pur- 
chasing goods and services required for achievement of investments, those involved 
are requested to publish a list of requirements through the Ministry of Industry 

or the Chamber of Commerce and Dakar Industry. During the committee work, the chair- 
man tried to ascertain that our code was not in opposition to those of neighboring 
counries. The harmony which is already effective within ECOWAS will be continu- 
ously refined to avoid code wars. Regarding the operation of the supervisory com- 
mission, the minister specified that a questionnaire was first sent out to the com- 
panies. The commission then made on-site visits and compared the replies to the 
questionnaires with its own findings and with information available to them.

OPPOSITION PROTESTS USE OF ARMY IN GAMBIA

[Text] Dakar, 1 Aug (AFP)--Some Senegalese opposition groups, most of them only 
recently officially registered, have protested against the use of Senegalese 
troops to help put down the coup d'etat in neighbouring Cambia. 


Onetime Prime Minister Mamadou Dia, now head of the Senegalese Democratic 
Movement, called for their immediate withdrawal in a written statement Friday. 
Their presence in Gambia was trampling upon the right of Gambians to choose 
themselves their leaders and government, he said. 


He suggested that the opposition parties in Senegal and the trade union should get 
toether to agree on a commnon stand on the issue. 


The Marxist Independence and Labour Party said the Senegalese Army was being used 

to repress people struggling for their emancipation, and dismissed mutual military 
aid agreements as being at the service of a syndicate of heads of state bought out 
by neocolonialism. 


Criticism also came from one of the four parties represented in parliament, the 
Democratic Party (Labour), which issued a strong condemnation of the troop 
intervention and urged their immediate recall. 


It also assailed what it termec the government's hesitation and delay, saying it 


had caused the loss of many lives. Such a lack of decisiveness was compromising 
the credibility of the army, the party said.

NATIONAL SCHOOL FOR ACTIVE OFFICERS TO BE SET UP

[Excerpt] The Council considered and adopted a draft decree instituting a national 
school for active officers. 


In 20 years, Army staff has progressed considerably. This advancement most often 
occurs at the expense of the officer's corps. This drawback, not including retire- 
ments, is chiefly the result of the lack of a national training school. 


A national officer's training school, rather than limiting the army's growth, par- 
ticularly with respect to officers, will enable us to make up the current shortage 
and, better still, to train officers according to our requirements and our philos- 
ophy, who will be molded in a single educational system. 


The national officer's school, due to its structure and for more coherence, will 

be able to take charge of the training of reserve officers and the balance of train- 
ing of active officers pursuing their careers in the captain's course, staff tech- 
niques and the degree for high level officer. 


So as not to lose any of the prestige of the officer's corps, and in order to as- 
Sure continuity in military training, recruitment will be possible by direct com- 
petition among young students who have completed the first stage of higher educa- 
tion and by professional examination of young non-commissioned officers who hold 
the baccalaureate degree and certain military technical certificates. 


Achievement of this project will open new perspectives for the future in the train- 
ing of officers. It will be uniform, continuous; therefore, more coherent and 
better adapted to our national policy.

TANZANIA is convinced that 
Ugandans have the capability 
to defend their couniry 
following the withdrawal of 
Tanzania troops last month. 

Presenting his ministry's 

1981/82 estimates in the 
National Assembly in Dar es 
Salaam yesterday, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Ndugu Salim Ahmed Salim, 
said it was in the interest of 
East African countries that 
peace returned to Uganda. 

He told the House ‘Our 

conviction that Ugandans 
would effectively defend their 
country is founded on the 
declared interest among 
neighbouring countries to co- 
operate with the Uganda 
Government in efforts, io 
return and consolidate peace 
in the country”’. 
_ However, Ndugu Salim said 
it was Tanzania's desire to 
continue to render any 
possible assistance to Uganda 
until the ultimate goal had 
been achieved. 

The Minister said a few 
Tanzania \roops were 
remaining in Uganda to help 
with the training of Ugandan 
army officers at the request of 
the Uganda Government. 

He also said some members 
of the police force remained in 
Uganda to assist in the main- 
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tenance of law and order. 

He explained that the coun- 
try would seek to consolidate 
regional co-operation, the first 
priority being revival of 
relations with neighbouring 
Kenya and Uganda. 

But, Ndugu Salim said, the 
basis for improved relations 
in East Africa would much 
depend on the speed with 
which the question of assets of 
the defunct East African 
Community was sorted out. 

He said the three East 
African countries would soon 
meet in Nairobi to follow up 
the discussions begun in Kam- 
pala in February and hoped 
that the Nairobi meeting 
would find a workable for- 
mula for the disiribuuon of 
assets. 

This, he told the House, 
would open a new chapter in 
East African co-operation and 
‘vould provide a chance to 
bury past differences. 

On Zim)abwe, he said Tan- 
zania felt most encouraged by 


the progress being made by 
Salisbury in consolidating in- 
dependence and remaining 
firm in support of the 
liberation struggle. 

The Minister pledgec that 
Tanzania would continue to 
back SWAPO, the authentic 
and sole representative of the 
Namibian people in their 
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struggle for independence. He 
stressed that the only ac- 
ceptable peaceful settlement 
of the question was UN 
Security Council resoludon 
435. 

He also re-affirmed Tan- 
zania’s commitment to sup- 
porting the struggle of the 
majority people in South 
Africa for an end to racism 
and creation of a just and 
democratic society. 

On Western Sahara, Ndugu 
Salimu was hopeful that 
Morocco would live up to its 
commitment made at the just 
ended Nairobi OAU summit 
and ensure that the people of 
Sahara were granted their 
inalienable right to. self- 
determination. 

He called for increased 
pressure on Israel to with- 
draw from occupied Arab 
land and recognise the 
sovereignty of the Palestinian 
people. 

The Minister criticised 
super power rivalry which, he 
said, was heading for a 
collision course as the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
and was threatening (to re- 
introduce cold war politics. 

Ndugu Salim asked the 
House to approve 137.3m/- 
for both recurrent and 
development expenditure.

Underlining the 
seriousness of the problem, 


the minister told the House 
that even some of the 
graduates who were required 
to attend a one-year in- 
ternship before being em- 
ployed as lawyers left before 
the year was over. 


She said for example out of 
262 lawyers who graduated 
from the university between 
1974 and 1980, about 16 were 
re-absorbed by their eastwhile 
employers before the _ in- 
ternship term. 

Only 148 of the 246 
graduates who went through 
the internship between 1974 
and 1980 joised the Cham- 
bers, the Judiciary and TLC 
after the rest had joined their 
previous employers. 

The minister told the 
house, however, that only 87 
out of the 148 were still with 
the three bodies. 

“This is a big problem,” she 
said.

DATA ON IRRIGATION PROBLEMS--Seven irrigation projects intended to put under 
irrigation 30,266 hectares in the country, are at different stages of imple- 
mentation, the Parliament wa: told yesterday. Answering a question from Ndugu 
G. Senyagwa (Mpwapwa), the Miuister for Agriculture, Ndugu Joseph Mungai said 
another 105,000 ha. of small projects were being implemented by the peasants. 
The MP wanted to know how much progress had been made in irrigation projects 
since 1972. Ndugu Mungai said massive irrigation projects were being undertaken 
in the valleys of Usangu, Mbeya Region, with three projects--Mbarali, Kapunga and 
Madibira; Ruvu paddy projects (Coast); and Morogoro's Wami with two projects-- 
lower Mkomazi and Kilombero. Legiums and grain crops are to be developed in the 
projects, said the Minister.

ECONOMIC, MILITARY SITUATIONS IN COUNTRY SEEN AS TRAGIC

[Text] Kampala, July 8. THe bullet riddled body of a man lies on che md floor 
of a house in a Kampala suburb. It ‘ts surrounded by weeping relatives who say 
that Edward Mila, aged 45, was one of the latest victims of undisciplined Ugandan 
troops. 


The brother of the dead man clutches a bible and looks round to see who is listen- 
ing. "Two men in army uniforms came here last night. They heard my brother had 

a radio so they told him to come outside. He had no radio so they killed him," 

he said. 


Such an incident is all too common in Kampala where residents say the Uganda 
National Liberation Army (UNLA) formed two years ago, after the overthrow of 
dictator Idi Amin, is responsible for the majority of the city's violent deaths. 
The residents say they are regularly robbed and harassed by soldiers. 


"With Idi Amin we had tyranny. Now we have anarchy,” one embittered city dwell- 
er said. 


Most Ugandans were ecstatic after Amin was overthrown by a combined force of 
Tanzanian troops and Ugandan exiles in April 1979. But three presidents and one 
military government later there is little or no improvement in the lot of the 
ordinary man. 


Salary 


The lack of discipline in the Ugandan army seems inevitable to most observers. 
Because of an annual inflation rate of 500 per cent, the monthly salary of a 
Ugandan soldier, assuming he receives it, will buy only two packs of 20 cigar- 
ettes in Kampala's market. 


In order to live many soldiers steal, extort money from drivers at the city's 
manv road blocks and engage in the kind of nightly looting which killed 
Mr Mila, a father of two. 


Another victim of looting in Kampala said “the soldiers went to each door ari 
said if we did not open up they would shoot. They took our food and our blan- 
kets, then drove away." 
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The city dweliers fear the situation may grow worse with the departure last 
month of the 10,000 Tanzanian troops who remained in Uganda after Amin's fall. 
These troops intervened in disputes between Ugandan soldiers and civilians, 
which are often of a tribal nature, with many of the troops in the Kampala area 
coming from the north-east. 


I is also believed that guerrilla groups opposing President Milton Obote's 
seven-month-old administration will take advantage of the withdrawal of the 
Tanzanians to set up their campaign. 


Raids 


Residents say that in the past soldiers have shot civilians at the scene of 
guerrilla raids, supposedly to discourage cooperation with the dissidents. 


There was a brief honeymoon period after Dr Obote won a controversial victory 
in elections last December, amid accusations of cheating from the opposition 
Democratic Party (DP). Troops disappeared from the streets, the nightly chorus 
of gunshots ceased and ambitious plans for the rebuilding of the nation were 
announced. 


But the first guerrilla attacks brought the troops back to Kampala, and now 
residents again rush to get to their homes before dusk and automatic weapons 
fire again punctuates the hours of darkness. 


A Tanzanian army officer who served in Uganda said on his return home that the 
guerrillas were not an immediate threat to the Obote administration. But he 
warmed that the Ugandan army could turn the people against the government. 


He added "We train the Ugandans to be soldiers, then they don't get paid or 
fed. It is just making them bandits." 


Group 


The most tragic result of the army's indiscipline occurred last month at the 
Ombachi Mission Station in the troubled West Nile district, where relief work- 
ers said government troops shot dead at least 60 people who were sheltering in 
the mission compound. 


"Most of the soldiers just wanted to loot but there was a small group wio kept 
shouting "kill them all" and opened fire, one aiJ worker said. 





Uganda's economy remains in ruins and for the average city dweller survival is 
a full time struggle. Many small scale farmers are still suspicious of central 
authority as a result of Amin's rule, and only grow food for themselves instead 
of cash crops which could provide foreign exchange. 


"If Uganda was stable it would take several years to get the country reorganised. 


Unfortunately it isn't stable and the government is runnin, out of time, a Western 
diplomat said.

MAJOR PROBLEMS IN REHABILITATING CEMENT WORKS DETAILED 
Kampala UGANDA TIMES in English 2 Jul 81 p 5

(Text ] A heavy capital investment of over 170m/- is needed to facilitate the 
rehabilitation of the Uganda Cement Industry (UCI) complex at Tororo. 


The estimated cost was reflected in a comprehensive report made by the interna- 
tional firm from Turkey which Uganda Government employed to study the project. 


According to the general manager, UCI, Mr Muloni Salira, so far only 19m/- have 
been raised to finance the project and the management has already worked on the 
importation of some of the machines and spare parts urgently needed. 


The project is expected to start soon although it is not yet known when it will 
be completed because cf financial constraints. 


The complex, which is regarded as the mother of cement in Uganda, houses cement 
and lime works and plants for the manufacture of asbestos cement sheets and pipes 
and plastic sheets and pipes. 





It is supposed to produce per annum 150,000 tonnes of cement and 21,000 tonnes of 
lime used in building and road construction. 


The Universal Asbestos and Plastic plant is expected to manufacture per annum 
20,000 tonnes of asbestos sheets and 2,000 tonnes of pipes, 18,000 sq metres of 
plastic sheets and 180,000 kg of plastic pipes. 





But the trauma which hit Uganda's industrial sector during the past decade reduced 
the annual output of the industry to less than 10 percent. 


This was caused by frequent breakdowns arising from lack of spare parts, normal 
maintenance and reconditioning of the machines. 


During his recent visit to the complex, the minister of industry, Dr Adonia 
Tibernodwa was shown obsolete machinery and equipment at the cement works and 
quarry where limestone is drilled. 
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The rehabilitation requires the replacement of almost all the machinery and 
putting up new buildings. Little cement is being produced because one of the 
two kilns used in the preparation of limestone has been down since 1977, 


With a capacity of three times that of the one row operating, the kiln requires 
a substantial sum of money to import ifs spare parts. 


The sheeting on the roofing has virtually rusted and requires urgent replacement. 
Apart from making work impossible during rainy season, it poses a great danger to 
the lives of the workers. It will be recalled that the same roof collapsed in 
1972, killing two workers and injuring others. 


Perhaps the quarry, where limestone is mined is the most hit as far as the obso- 
lence and dilapidation of the machinery is concerned. 


A visitor to the site is greeted by skeletons of mining and drilling equipment 
including compressors, tractors, drills, excavators, loaders and dumpers. 


this has adversely affected the important activities of prospecting and drilling 
limestone. While this has proved to be the biggest bottleneck in increased 
production of cement, it is also one of the reasons for not being sure as to how 
much good limestone still exists in the quarry. 


As far as the manufacture of asbestos and plastic products are concerned, the 
major problem hindering the production has been lack of raw materials. Most of 
the raw materials used are imported and since there has been a scarcity of foreign 
exchange no importation of the materials was done in the past years. 


But the general manager orders tor the importation of raw materials have been 
placed following an IDA loan given to the government.

ROMAN CATHOLIC BISHOPS SPEAK OUT ON CONDITIONS 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English No 2812, 21 Jul 81 p 20 


[Excerpt] BRUSSELS, July 18 - Zaire's Roman Catholic bishops have launched a 
scathing attack on corruption, arbitrary actions and the economic situation in 
their country, the Belgian newspaper LE SOIR reported today. 


Charging abuses in the fields of justice, health, teaching and distribution of 
basic necessities, an 18-page document entitled "Our Faith in Man, Image of God," 
the bishops said the Church could no longer keep silent about events in the former 
Belgian colony. 


"In the eyes of the world and above all of our own people, silence would make us 
accomplices in the decadence and misery which some already consider capable of 
bringing the country to an apocalyptic state," the bishops said. "It would be a 
guilty silence towards the men of Zaire whose dignity is affected and who must be 
served and not enslaved." 


The statement mentioned cases of “kidnapping, arbitrary arrests, settling of scores 
and even torture." In court, it added, "impunity is for those who can pay, and 
money allows criminals to prosper in freedom and peace, showing arrogance to their 
humiliated victims." 


In the health service, badly paid officials sold treatment, medical supplies and 
equipment for their personal gain, the bishops said. ‘iome patients even died wait- 
ing for attention while their relatives scraped together the money demanded for 
their treatment, the document charged, adding: "The population is inadequately 
protected, while the more fortunate go abroad for treatment." 


In schools, staff had been unhappy for a considerable time due to salaries which 
were too low, irregularly paid and sometimes not paid at all, the report said. 

The result was corruption, including bribe-taking for giving good marks. 

The document, which said it had dealt with only the worst aspects of Zairese life, 


called on local people "to help themselves instead of hiding behind the smokescreen 
of tribalism and regionalism, offering a disunited front to disruptive forces."

SINCLAIR URGES SOLUTION OF SQUATTER PROBLEM

EFFORTS to  imcrease 
production in the com- 
mercial farming sector 
are being hampered by 
cattle rustling, fence-cut- 
ting and squatting, the 
president of the Com- 
mercial Farmers’ Union, 
Mr Jim Sinclair, said 
yesterday. 

Addressing delegates at 
the congress, Mr Sinclair 
said there were 51000 
squatters on commercially 
owned land. The situation, 
he said, was rapidly be- 
coming untenable on some 
farms and required urgent 
attention. 

“We offer the Govern- 
ment all the help they 
may need in solving this 
very difficult problem,” he 
said. 

Mr Sinclair said im- 
provement of the quality 
of life that was vital to all 
Zimbabweans could only 
be achieved if the 
economy, especially the 
agricultural sector, con- 
tinued the way it had done 
since independence. The 
agricultural! industry 


could, and should be used 
to achieve those aims. 


The union, which went 
along with Government 
policy on land, was keen 
to see the maximum and 
most productive use of 
land in Zimbabwe. 

Mr Sinclair said both 
the nation and commercial 
farmers stcod to gain if 
more of ine available land 
was s00n acquired for 
resettlement om a pro- 
ductive basis. 
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On expansion 
requirements, Mr Sinclair 
said the increasing short- 
age of fuel, transport, fer- 
tiliser and crop chemicals 
must be reversed. 

Foreign exchange 
limitations, he said, were 
having a detrimental ef- 
fect on the farmers’ abil- 
ity to expand. 

“Farmers are not in a 
position to continue pro- 
ducing at present leveis, 
let alone increase, without 


adequate supplies of 
fuel," said Mr Sin- 
clair. 


The rate at which new 
machinery was being im- 
ported fell short of 
national needs, and spares 
were badly needed for 
aging transport. As nit- 
rogenous requirerents 
were expected to grow, 
tertiliser manufacturing 
facilities ought to have 
“a very high position’ on 
the list of priorities. Mr 
Sinclair said farmers 
“agree and support” the 
Governmeat and SADCC 
countries on the theme of 
economic independence. 

“Give us the tools and 
we will do the job,” said 
Mr Sinclair, adding that 
failure to get necessiti+3 
would result in the whole 
economy faltering. On the 
year’s activities, Mr Sin- 
Clair praised the Govern- 
ment for providing an in- 
Centive price which en- 
couraged large and smali- 
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scale farmers to produce 
the bumper maize crop. 

Indications were that 
Zimbabwe would remain 
self-sufficient in wheat. 

Both beef and dairy in- 
dustries were beginning to 
respond to the improved 
producer prices and other 
measures. 

“We must achieve 
maximem throughput of 
Our magnificent abbatoir 
system and there is need 
to take advantage of the 
8500 tonnes allocated for 
export into EEC in terms 
of the Lome Convention,” 
said Mr Sinclair. 

“IT am concerned that 
the artificially low 
wholesale selling prices of 
many agricultural com- 
modities to the consumer 
— involving large con- 
sumer subsidies — are ac- 
ting as a constraint on the 
ability of farmers’ org1in- 
jsations to improve pro- 
ducer price realisations. 

“The other anomaly of 
consumer subsidies is that 
iney tend to benefit the 
weaithier sectors of our 
communities more than 
the rural poor.” 

In terms of price there 
vas no room for alter- 
nitive meat supplies to 
help fill the gap on pro- 
tein requirements. 

“I am, of course, very 
aware that this situation 
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has been partly inherited 
by the Government and 
that imcreasing prices of 
tood to the consumer is a 
very delicate subject,” 
said Mr Sinclair. 

“First of all the Govern- 
ment needs to grasp the 
inherited nettle of sub- 
sidies and, together with 
farmers, ensure that all 
land is put into productive 
use throvghout the na- 
tion.” 

It would take time for 
the country to return to 
total agricultural self-suf- 
ficiency and vroduce ex- 
portable foreign exchange 
ea™ning surpluses. 

The Government, he 
said, had shown a remart- 
able commitment to 
agriculture as a means of 
develonoment. 

Mr Sinclair praised the 
Prime Minister, Mr 
Mugabe, for his role in at- 
taining peace and stabil- 
ity. This had reinforced 
the determination and 
commitment of members 
of the union to make the 
new Zimbabwe succeed.

MOZAMBICAN PORTS--Bulawayo--Importers and exporters in Zimbabwe are making 
insufficient use of ports in Mozambique, the commercial representative of the 
Mozambican ports and railways in Bulawayo, Mr Abdullah Ismael, said yesterday. 

He was replying to a call from the president of the Bulawayo Chamber of Industries, 
Mr John Lancaster, for assurances from authorities in both countries that the 
Maputo harbours and railways could cope efficiently and speedily with traffic. 

Mr Lancaster's call came last week as the National Railways of Zimbabwe imposed 
restrictions on the loading of goods by rail within and outside Zimbabwe, except 
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for traffic from overseas, petrol, oil, lubricants and explosives. The Mezasmbicans 
had been operating traffic on the Beira line into Zimbabwe 24-hours a day since 
January 1, without problems, said Mr Ismael, dismissing claims that internal civil 
difficulties in the country had disrupted transport. "There were difficulties 
Over empty trucks from Zimbabwe stranded in Mozambique, but these have now passed," 
he said. And he produced official figures from the ports and railways authority 
supporting his statement that goods traffic in and out of Zimbabwe via Mozambique 
was at a high level, but by no means near capacity. "Our facilities, if anything, 
are under-utilised. Mozambique has more capacity than it knows what to do with 

at present," Mr Ismael said. He also pointed out that freight costs were lower 
oy South African ports.

Dr Mazorodze told the final session of the two-day nurse administrators’ workshop 
that the supply of drugs had been discussed by the ministry recently and that it 
had been suggested that heads of clinics should collect their allocations in 
person to avoid delays. A commission of inquiry had been set up to determine the 
supply, demand for, and frequency of use of drugs, adding that some high-ranking 
people had lost their positions because they were not doing their jobs properly. 
Dr Mazorodze predicted radical and revolutionary changes within the health services 
and asked the nurse administrators to assist the Government in its efforts to 
provide health care for all by the year 2000. The aim of the workshop, he told 
the 100 delegates, was to enable them to discuss the common problems they faced 
and possibly suggest solutions to them. "The ministry will welcome recommendations 
that have come out of this workshop," the deputy minister told delegates from all 
over the country. Dr Mazorodze also asked the nurse administrators to be person- 
ally involved with the activities in their hospitals and to be more involved in 
the community. "The nurse administrator must now plan for change and direct her 
staff towards the objectives of change and at the same time understand Government 
policy on health and lead the way," he said.
